Dedication Planned 

The main entrance to the li- 
brary is the only one for stu- 
dent use. The back entrance is 
for access to the faculty offices. 
The other exits will be used 
only during emergencies and 


can be opened only by a special 


bell system. 

Dedication plans are sched- 
uled for some time in September 
or October when the library is 
formally opened for use and 
landscaping and other finishing 
touches are completed. 

The library will contain over 
40,000 volumes, an increase from 
half this number. More will be 
added later on. 

More Buildings Pondered 

The new library is only the 
beginning towards the expan- 
sion of the Homestead avenue 
campus, as other buildings are 
in the planning stages. 


A look towards the future is 
present in the new library. Be- 
hind the book stacks is space 
for a stairway to a second floor, 
if ever the need arises for addi- 
tional storage space. 

Completion of the new library 
by the opening of the fall semes- 
ter will result in additional class- 
room space and a greatly en- 
larged student store. The old 
library will be converted into 
four classrooms for the business 
ucpartment, while the forme 
Silliman library will become a 
self-service student book store.

Reference Material Is Available 
At All Times In New Library 


Next to magazine stacks and counter shelving in the 
new library is the new reference room. The reference 
room will have books such as encyclopedias and diction- 


aries available at all times. 

The purpose of this section 
is to make reference material 
available at all times to stu- 
dents. These books do not cir- 
culate, but must be used in 
the room. The area of this sec- 
tion combined with the adjoin- 
ing periodical section is 2,700 
square feet. 

The reserved book area is di- 
rectly behind the charge desk. 
These books are kept at the re- 
quest of instructors for special 


reading by students enrolled in 
a specific class. 

The purpose of — reserved 
books is to keep them from be- 
ing taken from the library by 
one person for two weeks. In- 
stead more students are able to 
use the books which may be 
checked out for two-hour pe- 
riods. Miss Luella Wiens, head 
librarian, says that science and 
social sciences classes use most 
of the reserve books.

Library Includes 
Typing Rooms 


A specially designed room 
designated for typing only is 


one .of the special features of | 


the new Hartnell library. 

The room, which may eventu- 
ally hold 12 typewriters, will be 
equipped with new models of 
typewriters to be exchanged 
each year for newer models, a 
procedure now followed in the 
typing rooms. 

The advantages of the room 
are that it will always be avail- 
able to students during library 
hours and its location will al- 
low students to copy material 
from books, especially reference 
works, while in the library. 

The typing room is sound- 
proofed from the rest of the li- 
brary by double glass windows 
and acoustic perforated hard- 
board walls and ‘ceilings. The 
floor of the room is of sound- 
deadening vinyl plastic tile. 


Preview Room 


Ready for Use 


The preview room of the new 
library is located behind the 
charge desk. It will be used by 
instructors to preview films be- 
fore they are shown in class. 
The room will contain  projec- 
tors, a screen and various films. 

Students who are absent when 
films are shown in class will be 
able to view the films by ob- 
taining the permission of the 
and the audioyisual 
department of the library. 

The darkroom is expected to 
have tape recorders which may 
be used by students when films 
are not being shown, 

A film storage room is pro- 
vided with special shallow draw- 
ers and angled shelves for the 
storage of both film boxes and 
filmstrip rolls. There is a built- 
in desk for the audiovisual su- 
pervisor and there is space for 
a permanent typewriter.

Rare Bird Book Collection 


Stored in Silliman Section

Rare collection of books on ornithology, zoology and 


early. world explorations is featured in the O. P. Silli- 


man section of the Hartnell college library. 


This section of the library is so named in memory of 


the late Mr. Silliman, a self-ed- 


ucated ornithologist, who ac- 


quired practically all the books 
on languages, history and birds 
that are contained in the li- 
brary. 

The volumes: of more than 
5,000 books and pamphlets were 
presented to Hartnell college in 
1946 by the late Mrs. Mathilda 
N. Silliman in compliance with 
the wishes of her husband who 
died in 1943. Mr. Silliman 
wanted the collection kept  in- 
tact. 

Collection Worth $100,000 

The ornithological library is 
valued at nearly $100,000, and 
in accordance with the agree- 
ment between the Silliman fam- 
ily and the college, the collec- 
tions were placed in a_ special 
room adjoining © the | reading 
room of the old library. 

With the fall opening of the 
new $400,000 Hartnell library, 
the Silliman collections will be 
encased in a specially built, win- 
dowless section of the concrete 
structure. They are now being 
stored temporarily in another 
part of the building. 

“This part of the library is 
windowless so that the books 
will not gather too much dust,” 
said Miss Luella Wiens, college 
librarian. “Architectural theory 
has it that temperature can be 
better controlled where there 
are no windows,” she added. 

Early Books Featured 

Among the collections are 
nine original volumes of Alex- 
ander’ Wilson’s “American Orni- 
thology,” which was published 
in Philadelphia from 1809 to 
1814. These books were the 
first ones printed on birds after 
the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. 

Some of the volumes are over 
200 years old, and some are 
written in foreign languages. 
Several charts and atlases of voy- 
ages by English and French 
mariners in the 18th century, 
and printed in their respective 
languages are included in the 
collection. Other charts are

Special flat 
storage drawers for and 
large sheets of paper are one of 
the special features. Storage 
space for accumulative book in- 
dexes is another. And there is 
lots more storage space above 
and below the large sing area. 

The sink itself has hot wa- 
ter from a water heater installed 
in the room, and there are two 
desks plus a table, all of which 
will be a great help to the 
staff in the repair and upkeep 
of books.

In Stack Room 


Stack area for approximately 
40,000 volumes is provided in 
the new Hartnell library, dou- 
bling the space that was avail- 
able in the old library. There 
is more separation in the new 
stack area and the study area in 
order to provide a more quiet 
atmosphere in the study area 
and to confine the greater move- 
ment to a separate area where 
the new stack room is located. 

Stacks are open, meaning the 
students are free to come and go 
in the stack room. The check- 
out desk is located between the 


stack room and the main en- 
trance, making it more conven- 
ient for the students to check 
out the books and allowing the 
library staff a greater check on 
the books being taken from the 
stack area. The stack area could 
be changed to a closed stack 
room eventually, if the neces- 
sity arises. 

Steel shelving is used instead 
of the old wood-type shelves in 
the stack room. 

While the present stack area 
allows for approximately 40,000 
volumes, a second story can be 
added to accommodate 30,000 
to 35,000 more volumes. The 
present area is only partly filled, 
as there are no books on the top 
or bottom shelves, leaving five 
shelves to be used.. These 
shelves are filled only two 
thirds of the way, allowing for 
future expansion. 


Self-Service 
Store Planned 


The new student book store 
which will make use of the old 
Silliman library area will be a 
self-service type. The present 
book store will be used for re- 
ceiving and .storage, and both 
rooms will be remodeled dur- 
ing the summer in time for the 
opening of fall classes, accord- 
ing to Miss June Handley, dean 
of women. 

Mrs. Monte Finney, the new 
full-time book store manager, 
has been hired at a beginning 
salary of $255 per month. Stu- 
dent help will be hired by Mrs. 
Finney on an hourly basis when 
needed. 

According to Miss Handley, 
“With the new self-service type 
store, Hartnell students will 
have a modern, convenient store 


which will satisfy their needs 
more rapidly and_ efficiently. 
This will be another step of 


progress at Hartnell and will be 
designed to better serve the 
needs of the students.”

use of the new college library Monday afternoon. 


Main Reading Center 
Features Three Parts 


The center of the new Hartnell library is the main 


reading and studying room. This area is further di- 


vided into three divisions: the browsing area, the read- 


ing area and reference portion. 


The seating capacity of the 
reading area alone is 255, one 
and a half times more than that 
of the old library, The small 
browsing area around the cor- 
ner from’the main entrance will 
contain easy chairs and an am- 
ple supply of current fiction. 

The west wall will be lined 
with bound magazines for brows- 
ing and reference. 

Unique Ceiling Noted 

The left wall will feature an 
art display. In charge of the 
gallery will be Mr. Leon Amyx, 
college art instructor. Above 
the paintings are special lights 
installed to produce effective 
lighting on the display. 

The ceiling of this reading 
room is unique. It is made of 
acoustical (soundproofing) plas- 
ter. The lights are above the 
ceiling to give forth a consis- 
tent luminous glow. 

The vertical stripping on the 
walls was chosen to soften the 
noise in the room. 

Furniture Cost $25,000 

The furniture for the library 
has been purchased from the 
Austin Bentley Seating company 
of Los Angeles at the cost of 
$25,741.22. 

Reading room furniture will 
include 25  rectagular tables, 
nine round tables and_ four 
square ones. There will also be 
20 individual study and index

tables. All tables have free line 
solid tops. 

New furniture will be moved 
into the building by July. Pieces 
will be arranged casually and 
conveniently so there will be 
sufficient room between tables 
and chairs. 

Adjacent to the reference 
area are the book stacks; in 
back of the stacks is a wired 
cage which resembles a_ disci- 
pline cell. This “cell” is actu- 
ally where the unbound maga- 
zines will be kept. Students 
must inquire at the desk for 
permission to use these maga- 
zines. Tables for writing or 
research will line the outside of 
the cage. 


Two Book Trucks 
Help to Librarians 


An addition of two book 
trucks will help the librarians 
in the new library, said Miss 
Luella Wiens, head librarian. A 
book truck is a box which con- 
tains wheels and a springed lid. 
The lid lowers as the box be- 
comes full. The books go 
through a. slot located at the 
charge desk and fall into the 
truck. 

There will also be a book 
truck located so students may 
deposit books from the outside 
when the library is closed.

An increase of $1,500 from 
student body card sales is antici- 
pated as is an increase of $125 
from play income for the 1959- 
60 season, 

Publicity budget was_ short- 
ened from $600 to $300. In 
February of last year the pub- 
licity budget was increased to 
$1,050. Part of this money was 
used to buy a new camera, ac- 
cording to Mr. George Abbott, 
publicity director. 

Last year’s budget gave $2,100 
to La Reata and was increased 
to $2,400 in February. The 
1959-60 budget calls for $1,700 
for La Reata. Social activities 
budget was increased from $500 
to $720 for next year.

Recently the Coast conference 
joined the ranks of the rest of 
the lawmakers of the. state. 
Starting with the committee’s 
decision on making many ath- 
letes ineligible for further jun- 
ior college sports because of an 
all-star game, the state has 
slowly been falling behind mid- 
western colleges as far as sports 
are concerned. 

Much debate has been made 
as to why California lags be- 
hind other states as far as its 
football teams are concerned. 
Many planners have big ideas as 
to ways to improve this situa- 
tion, but little is being done to 
improve, while much is being 
done to make the situation 
more acute. 

After the rules committee 
made several athletes ineligible 
because of the all-star game, 
the members came back a few 
months later with another rule 
making out-of-state athletes in- 
eligible, another splendid | ex- 
ample of how “wise” our rule- 
makers are. 

Best Ignored Again 

Add to these new rules the 
fact that the best team in the 
state was not represented in the 
annual Junior Rose bowl and 
you can easily see that politics 
mean more as far as California's 
athletics are concerned than the 
athletics themselves. 

But the crowning insult on 
athletes came last week when 
the all-conference baseball teams 
were picked. Menlo, who won 
the league championship, placed 
only one man on the first team, 
while second-place | Hartnell 
failed to place a single individ- 
ual on the first team. j 

In direct contrast, last-place 
Monterey placed two players on 
the all-star team while next-to- 
last place Diablo Valley placed 
three men. 

We don’t know whether it 
was a team effort or not that 
put Menlo on top, but we do 
feel that an all-star team should 
be more representative of the 
conference champion.
